•greatness of its events, rather than by 
clock or calendar, it is four months or four 
years, instead of four weeks, since t saw 
you last.

What light, and what dismay, what hope-. 
.ful exultation, what depths of grief, what 
radiant morning, what blackness of night 
has the nation seen. Richmond taken, 
Lee surrendered, the President dead, -and 
a new order of things begun in less (ham 
twenty days! Truly history is makih" 
very .fast in our generation.

In a grand and awful time;

There is something very imp.-essive in 


the sight of a whole nation touched by a 
common and deep-felt grief. One passing 
from city to city and fioai village to vil- 
lage, along a thousand miles from East to 
West, seeing every:rherc the same em- 
blems of a sorrow, which emblems and 
words alike are impotent to express, seeing 
tears starting from eyes unused -tp-tears, 
men everywhere acting as under n sense of 
personal bereavement, flags at half-mastj 
bells tolling, solemn processions moving to 
the wail of martial music—one seeing 
these things feels as never before the unity 
of the people, the reality of the national 
life and heart, and that it is no" fictitious 
bond which binds us in one. 


Much of this outward manifestation 


might indeed appear in the event of any 
President's decease. The President repre- 
sents the nation's choice, its executive 
power, its arm of authority, and he can 
never fall without eliciting from the peo- 
ple, an expression of respect and regret 
due the office. 
A sense o_f self-Tespect 


bids the people recognize fittingly, his re- 
moval. Doubtless, a due display of crape 
and cambric would have been made for ei- 
ther of the corrupt Presidents who preced- 
ed this savior of his country. 
But it 


would have been mere milliner's mourn- 
ing, the proper drapery of custom, and 
not, as now, the touching endeavor of the 
people, to manifest what they so deeply 
feel. 


It was more than the President the peo- 


ple loved, it was the Man. In these last 
four years how had we all learned to trust 
him. 
We have had our times of impa- 


tience, our months of murmuring, our 
seasons when our hearts rebelled at the 
steady patience of his lead; because our 
impulses, our heat, our clamorings could 
not move him to take a single step before' 
the right and fitting time. 
Invariably 


we have acknowledged that he was right, 
and we wrong; that his slowness served 
the common need far better than our pas- 
sion would have done. Gradually we had 
learned to trust him far more than our- 
selves in these crave problems of state. 


We recognized that he would not ast 


from impulse, that he had no pet schemes 
or theories to carry out, like most am- 


- bilious statesmen or wild philanthro- 


pists ; that he would act when he did act, 
and move when he did move, in such a 
manner that we should be satisfied, and 
with such wisdom that he need not retrace 
his •tens. Very rare and conspicuous was 
the judicial quality of his intellect.

Added to this confidence which we had 


learned to put in him, was our apprecia- 
tion of his naturalness, simplicity, and un- 
selfishness, 
lie had that rare courage 


which kept him, amid all the convention- 
alities of court life, the same simple un- 
ostentatious man, who went from Illinois 
four years ago. lie dared to Ixs himself! 
All through these years he has been im- 
pressing it upon the American people, 
that a single honest heart is more to be

on than 
all 
the 
politic 


diplomacy 
of

universe; 
until 


every man of humble place and honest 
purpose, throughout the land, fdlt that this, 
simple mannered, true in ten tioned, straight 
forward President 'represented Aim, and; 
was acting at the highest post in tho.na-i 
tion as he himself would desire to act.' 
We were all sure that he had carried the 
principles of all true manliness—of all true, 
religion, into a place where we had been?
